The marriages (5,209) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1902 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:1 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1901, and 0:2 over the average rate for the fourth quarter of the 
ten vears 1892-1901, The total number of mavriages registered during 
the year was 22,401, or 5-1 per 1,000 of the population, being 0-2 over 
the average rate for the preceding ten years ; 15,577 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 6,824 under 
the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 4:7 per 
1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter afford- 
ing a rate of GO per 1,000 of the members of al! other religious 
persuasions.

Ages.—Of the 23,093 deaths registered last quarter, 2,884, or 12-5 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 10,206, or 44:2 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 yearsand upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 111-7 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13-0 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 12-5 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10-9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40:3 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 45:3 per cent.; in Ulster, to 43-5 per cent.;and in Connaught, 
to 53°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

Diseases.— The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
cliseases* is 1,074, or greater by 386 than the number occurring in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1902, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1-0 
per 1,000 living, being 0-4 above the rate for the first quarter of last 
year, and equal to the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1893-1902, 

Small-pox —Four deaths from small-pox were registered during the 
quarter. ‘They occurred in Dublin County Borough, and appertained 
to the Registrar’s District of North City No. 2. No death from this 
disease had been registered in Ireland since the quarter ended 30th 
June last, when one was recorded for the Registrar’s District of Belfast 
Urban No. 4. 

Measles.—The number of deaths from measles (291) shows an in- 
crease of 137 over the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
preceding five years. The deaths registered in the quarterly periods 
of 1902, were 82, 127, 288, and 546 respectively. Of the 291 deaths, 56 
were registered in the province of Leinster, 51 in Munster, 155 in 
Ulster, and 29 in Connaught. In twelve counties no death from the 
disease was registered. Ninety deaths were registered in Belfast 
County Borough, and 18 in the County Borough of Dublin. In the 
following counties, deaths from measles exceeded 10 in number, viz. :—

Down, 37; Limerick County and County Borough, 32; Louth, 21; 
Galway, 18; and Armagh, 15. Excluding the Superintendent Regis- 
trar’s Districts, in which the County Boroughs of Dublin and Belfast 
are situated, the number of deaths from this disease was highest in 


_ Newry, in which there were 32 deaths, equal to an annual rate of 2°5 


per 1,000 of the population ; in Dundalk, 21 deaths; Limerick, 19 
deaths ; and Armagh and Sligo, 10 each. 

Scarlet Fever.—This disease caused the deaths of 69 persons during 
the quarter, as against an average of 66 in the corresponding quarter of 
the previous five years. In the four quarters of the year 1902, the 
deaths from scarlet fever were 47, 31, 29, and 73 respectively. No 
death from the disease was recorded in 15 counties, and only one was 
registered in the province of Connaught, while 42 deaths appertained 
to the province of Leinster, 14 to Ulster, and 12 to Munster. Twenty- 
three deaths were registered in the County Borough of Dublin, and 8 
in the County Borough of Belfast. Of the deaths in Dublin County 
Borough, 12 appertain to the Registrar’s District of South City No. 1. 

Typhus Fever.—The deaths registered as being due to typhus fever 
(21 in number) show a decline of 12 as compared with the average of 
the corresponding quarter of the past five years, and are 3 under the 
number recorded in the December quarter of 1902. One death from 
the disease was registered in the province of Leinster, 9 in Munster (of 
which 7 were in the County of Kerry), 7 in Ulster, and 4 in 
Connaught. 

Whooping-cough.—The mortality from whooping-cough, as recorded 
during the quarter (287 deaths), is slightly above the average (282) for 


the corresponding period of the five years preceding, and is higher than 


that of any quarterly period since the June quarter of 1901, when 302 
deaths were recorded from this malady. With the exception of 
Carlow, Longford, Wexford, and Clare, no county in Ireland claimed 
exemption from mortality. Thirty-four deaths from whooping-cough 
were registered in Belfast County Borough, and 31 in Dublin County 
Borough. In Tipperary 8.R. 25 deaths were recorded ; in Cork County 
and County Borough, 15; in Down, 17; in Waterford County and 
County Borough, 15; in Tipperary N.R., 13; in Kerry and Louth, 11 
each ; and in Donegal and Sligo, 10 each. In Waterford Superintendent 
Registrar’s District 13 deaths from whooping-cough were registered, 
and in Newtownards, 12. 

Diphtheria,—The deaths from diphtheria, 115 in number, were 15 
over the average for the corresponding quarter of the past five years, 
but 25 under the number recorded in the December quarter of 1902. 
In the March, June, and September quarters of 1902 the deaths from 
diphtheria numbered respectively 84, 69, and 79. Of the total deaths 
during the quarter, 48 were recorded in the Province of Leinster, 21 
in Munster, 40 in Ulster, and 6 in Connaught. In Leinster four * 
counties were free from diphtheria mortality—namely, Kilkenny, 
Longford, Louth, and Wexford; in Munster, Waterford County and 
County Borough; in Ulster, Fermanagh; and in Connaught, Mayo, 
Roscommon, and Sligo. Thirty-two deaths were registered in 


County Borough of Dublin, or over one-fourth of the total number reg- 


istered in Ireland, and 14 deaths were registered in the County Borough 
of Belfast. In the County of Dublin 6 deaths were registered ; in 
Down, 6 ; in Tipperary N R., 6, all of which occurred in the Registrar’s 
District of Thurles, in the Union of Thurles; in Cork County and 


County Borough, 5 ; in Tipperary, 8.R., 5; in Antrim, 5 ; and in London- 


derry County and County Borough, 5. 

Simple Continued and Ill-defined Pever.—lwelve deaths were thus 
assigned, the average being 21 for the corresponding period of the past © 
five years. 
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Enteric Fever -—Deaths from enteric fever, which had risen from 
113 in the March quarter of 1902 to 144 in the June quarter of 
that year, further rose to 177 in the September quarter, fell to 150 
in the December quarter, and to 107 in the period now subject to 
review. This latter figure is 73 below the average for the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding five years, Of the total deaths 40 
were registered in the Province of Leinster, 20 in Munster, 43 in 
Ulster, and only 4 in the Province of Connaught. Twenty-eight 
deaths occurred in the County Borough of Belfast, and 23 in the 
County Borough of Dublin. In 11 counties—namely, Carlow, Long- 
ford, Queen’s County, Wexford, Clare, Fermanagh, Londonderry 
County and County Borough, Monaghan, Leitrim, Mayo, and Ros- 
common, not one death from enteric fever is recorded. Five deaths 
occurred in the Registrar’s District of Clonmel. 


Diarrhoea, &c,—One hundred and sixty-eight deaths were attributed to 
diarrheal diseases, which is two below the average for the corre- 
sponding period of the last five years. In the four quarters of the 
year 1902, deaths from diarrhceal diseases were—134, 135, 358, and 
315 respectively. There were 28 deaths from these diseases registered in 
the County Borough of Dublin, and 25 in the County Borough of Belfast. 


Hydrophobia.— No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 3 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 55 districts, scarlatina in 13, whooping-cough in 
54, diphtheria in 20, fever in 22 (typhus, 6, and enteric, 16), influenza 
in 82, chicken-pox in 3, and mumps in 5, 





Inquests.— There were 558 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to i in every 41 of the total deaths 
registered. | 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 39 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 52, in Ulster 1 to 32, and in Connaught 1 to 121. 

Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 23,093 deaths registered, 4,201, 
or 18-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 25:7, in Munster 21:7, in Ulster 12:5, and in Connaught 11-0.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
first quarter of the year 1903, there were 19,289 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,647 cases the operation was postponed, 19 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,678 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making a 


total of 24,633 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 


nation were ascertained. 
EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Jreland during the 
quarter ended 3lst March last, was 4,153 (2,524 males and 1,629 
females), being 242 less than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1902, and 797 under the average number for the first quarter 
of the ten years 1893-1902.

In the first 
quarter of the year 1902 the average price was also 5id., and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1893 it was 6d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 15s. per cwt., being 7d. over the average for the cor- 
responding quarter of the year 1902. In the first quarter of 1893 the 
average price was 153. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 3d. to 4s. In the first quarter of 1902 
the average prices were 2s. 4d. to 2s. 10d., and the prices for the 
corresponding quarter of 1893 were 2s. 5d. to 2s. 10d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 54s. 9d. to 58s. 6d, per ewt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1902 the average prices were from 52s. 6d. to 55s. 8d., and 
in the first quarter of 1893 they were from 42s. to 52s. 6d.

Acute catarrh of the middle ear occurred as 
a complication in many cases. 


BALLYMONEY ;—  Castlequarter.—There 
was an outbreak of diphtheria during the 
quarter and last week of previous quarter ; 
one death. 


BaLtyMoney; Dervock. —— Influenza 
very prevalent throughout district during 
January and February. 


BALLYMONEY; JDirraw. — A severe 
epidemic of influenza in past quarter. 
Mortality small. 


Lispurn; Dunmurry.—The sanitary con- 
dition of this district is good; no epidemic 
of any kind. 


LispuRN; Glenavy. — Two sporadic 
cases of typhoid—one fatal from heart 
failure—occurred during the quarter. 
Source of infection unknown for certain, 
but one probably from Beifast. Every 
precaution being taken, no appearance of 
a spread of the disease. 


LisspurN; Knocknadona.—The sanitary 
condition of this district is good. 


LissuRN ; Lisburn W.—There were 
three deaths registered as having been aged 
respectively 87, 98, and 102 years, 
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LurGan; Aghalee. — Prevalence of 
measles has caused a diminution in number 
of primary vaccinations during the quarter, 
but the epidemic has now subsided. ‘Two 
deaths registered from measles complicated 
with bronchitis. One death registered of a 
female (spinster) aged 103 years. Six 
deaths from tubercular disease registered, 
and one from malignant disease, 


Armagh County. 


Armadn ; Blackwatertown.——Influenza 
has been prevalent ; four deaths have been 
registered in which influenza has been 
stated as one of the causes of death in each 
case. 


ArMAGH ; Keady.--Five deaths from 
cancer were registered during the quarter. 
One from carcinoma of liver (an uncle of 
the deceased having, it is said, suffered from 
epithelioma of the lip); a second from 
epithelioma of the soft palate (nothizg 
bearing on which could be elicited); a 
third from carcinoma (abdominal); a 
fourth from epithelioma of tongue (the 
deceased being an aunt of the preceding 
case); and a fifth from carcinoma (ab- 
dominal), about which no particulars could 
be elicited. In the third and fourth cases 
the deceased persons resided on the same 
townland. 


ArmaGcu; Loughgall. — During the 
quarter there was an epidemic of measles 
of a mild form. 


ArmMacH; Markethill, — Measles was 
epidemic all over the district during the 
flrst two months of the quarter, and caused 
four deaths. Owing to the epidemic, a 
great number of children could not be 
vaccinated. 


CASTLEBLAYNEY ; Crossmaglen No. 1.— 
There were four deaths from cancer regis— 
tered during quarter, viz., one male from 
omental cancer; a female from cancer of 
breast ; a female from cancer of stomach ; 
and a female from cancer of liver and 
stomach. I was unable to trace any 
hereditary tendency in the above cases. A 
death was registered of a woman from 
Teer aged 105 years. I believe there is no 
doubt about the accuracy of the age. She 
retained the use of her mental faculties 
until a few weeks previous to death. 


CASTLEBLAYNEY ; Newtownhamilton No, 
1.—One death from cancer registered, 
Three other cases under observation (one 
rectal, two mammary). The latter have been 
Operated on successfully. Both mammary 
cases occurred in houses where deaths from 
same disease took place within last few 
years, and in persons who had constantly 
nursed these fatal cases. Measles very 
prevalent. Type extremely mild. 


Lurean; Lurgan, No. 1, W.—Scarla- 
tina, which was very prevalent during last 
quarter, has almost entirely disappeared. 
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Lurean; Lurgan, No. 2. — The dis-. 
trict is in a fairly healthy condition. No 
infectious disease occurred during the 


quarter, 


‘Lurean ; Portadown. — Three deaths 
from membranous croup were registered as 
having occurred in urban district. 


Newry; Forkill, — There was an 
epidemic of measles during the quarter. 
One death from cancer registered. No 
history available.

The various troubles 
which the catarrhal affections induce se- 
quentially in convalescent cases, seem to be, 
according to my observation, of little im- 
portance, compared to those in which tubercle 
supervenes. The high temperature and 
mildness of the present winter season, added 
to the general physique of the children in 
this western district, influenced very favour- 
ably the mortality, which was exceedingly 
low.

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During the quarter ended 39th June last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,622 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 24:1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 20,252 deaths, representing an annual rate of 18-4 per 
1,000.

_. The marriages (7,022) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1903 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6:4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-3 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
*1902, and 0°3 over the average rate for the first quarter of the 
ten vears 1893-1904, Of the total number of marriages 5,686 were 
registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 
-1,836 under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal 
fo an annual rate of 6°9 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population, and the latter affording a rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the 
members of all other religious persuasions. Compared with the corre- 
sponding averages for the previous ten years, the rate under the former 
heading shows an increase of 0°5, but that under the latter a decrease 
of 0-4.

Small-pox.—T'wenty-nineé deaths were registered during the quarter 
ended 30th June, 1903, from small-pox Of these 9 were reported to 
be vaccinated, 16 unvaccinated, and 4 doubtful. Of the total deaths 
from small-pox 19 appertained to Dublin North City, 9 to Dublin South 
City, and 1 occurred in the Registrar’s District of Millstreet, in Mull- 
street Union. 


Measles Deaths registered from measles numbered 178, as against 


127, 288, 546, and 291 respectively in the four preceding quarters.

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in 4 districts, measles in 42, scarlet fever in 21, 
whooping-cough in 35, diphtheria in 11, fever in 19 (typhus, 6, simple 
continued, 1, and enteric, 12), influenza in 17, chicken-pox in 3, and 
diarrhoeal diseases in 7. 


Inquests.— There were 504 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 40 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 40 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 49, in Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 130. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 20,252 deaths registered, 3,716, 
or 18-6 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 25-8, in Munster 23-7, in Ulster 12:6, and in Connaught

THE WEATHER. 

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the second quarter of the years 1898-1903, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 106) :—- 

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1903 
was 29°960 inches, being 0°017 inch above the average for the corres- 


* Latitude 53° 21’ 44°65” north ; longitude 6° 21’ 6°35” west. Height above the sea 162'2 feet. 
The barometriea! readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit, 
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ponding quarter of the five years 1898-1902 ; the highest reading

lowest (29-207 inches) on the 29th April, at 9 a.m., wind EH. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 48°7°, or 1-5 
under the average for the second quarter of the five years 1898-1902. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was Lisle 
and the minimum 24:9°. The maximum heat in sun was 129°5°, and 
the minimum on the grass 20°1°. 

Rain or snow fell on 48 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 5:074 inches, being 1:139 inches below the average for the 
second quarter of the five years 1898-1902. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in May, when 2°195 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 20 days from W., on 16 days from E., on 13 
days from N.E., on 10 days from N., on 8 days from 8.W., on 7 days 
from N.W., on 6 days from S., on 5 days from 8.E., and the air was 
calm on 6 days at 9 A.M. 

April.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-923 inches; the highest reading (30°520 inches) was on the 17th 
at 9 p.m., wind N.N.E. ; and the lowest (29-207 inches) on the 29th, at 
9am., wind E. The mean temperature of the air was 43:2°, the 
maximum registered was 59:1 and the minimum 24:9°. - The 6th 
was the warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. The mean of 
the dry bulb was 45:3°, and of the wet bulb 42°3°. The maximum 
heat in sun was 114:5°, and the minimum on the grass 201°. The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 15 nights. The total amount 
‘of sunshine recorded was 138-8 hours, the greatest daily amount being 
12°5 hours on the 30th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 
0-1, and the mean 0-5. Rain or snow fell on 18 days. The rain-fall 
measured 1051 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °365 inch 
on the 25th. ‘ 

May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29:872 inches; the highest reading (30-455 inches) was on the 23rd 
at 9 A.M., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29'252 inches) on the 4th, at 
9 p.m., aircalm. The mean temperature of the air was 49°7°, the 
maximum registered was 664°, and the minimum 35'1°. The 28th was 
the warmest day, and the 8th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 51°7°, and of the wet bulb +8°6°. The maximum heat in 
sun was 123°6°, and the minimum on the grass 29°8°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 4 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 158-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14:5 hours 
on the 25th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 2°195 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was -395 inch on the Ist. 

June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-085 inches; the highest reading (30°510 inches) was on the 4th, 
at 9 a.M., wind N.W.; and the lowest (29°726 inches) on the 18th, at 
9 am., wind K. ‘The inean temperature of the air was 53:2° ; the 
maximum registered was 71°7°, and the minimum 35°2°. The 28th 
wag the warmest day, and the 3rd the coldest night. ‘The mean of the 
dry bulb was 55°3°, and of the wet bulb 5::9°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 129-5°, and the minimum on the grass 27°8°, The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 7 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 164°7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14:7 hours 
on the 21st. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0:1, and the 
mean (5. Rain or snow fell on 12 days. The rain-fall measured 1°828 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was -800 inch on the 22nd.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 108, 109) the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. The former is represented by six stations and the latter by 
five. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
‘Situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
“accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking the results.

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 28-9 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 14:0 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-1 below both the average 
rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1893-1902, 
and the rate for the third quarter of 1902. The deaths are 309 
below those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1992; the death- 
rate is 0°2 below the rate for that quarter, and 0-6 below the average 
for the third quarter of the ten years 1893-1902.

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Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1902, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
an increase of 42 in the average number of Workhouse inmates — 
on Saturdays during the quarter, anda decrease of 1,019 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. ) 


Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1893-1902, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 794, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 397, 
the total under both heads being 0-4 per cent. above the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years, The estimated decrzase in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4:7 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the second quarter of 1903 is O-1 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten 
years.

Marriages, Births, and Deathe. 


MARRIAGES, 


_ The marriages (5,176) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1903 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated 


population, being 0-2 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 


1902, but 0-1 over the average rate for the second quarter of the 
ten years 1893-1902, Of the total number of marriages 3,629: were 
registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 
1,547 under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal 
to an annual rate of 4°4 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population, and the latter affortling a rate of 5-4 per 1,000 of the 
members of all other religious persuasions. Compared with the corre- 
sponding averages for the previous ten years, the rate under the former 
heading shows an increase of 0°3, but that under the latter a decrease 
of 0°6. Itis to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country 
the greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
are celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages 
the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of 
the other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 


September last was 24,929—12,721 boys and 12,208 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 44:3, or 22°6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
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the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1893-1902 was 25,696, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 22:7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23:1 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 20-9; Ulster, 24:1; and Connaught, 19°2. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 32:5 for Belfast Co. Borough, and 
the lowest 16-6 for Cavan Co. Of the intermediate rates the highest 
five are—Dublin Co. Borough, 31:5; Carlow, 24:1; Antrim, 23°8 ; 
Down 23:7; and Armagh, 23:4; and the lowest five are Longford, 
16:8; Roscommon, 17:3; Tipperary, N.R., 17:4; Monaghan, 18:0 ; 
and Fermanagh, 18:3. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last was 15,848—8,037 males and 7,811 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 69:6, or 14:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1893-1902 was 15:0 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 15-6 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 13-9 2; in Ulster, lo:1 
and in ‘Connaught, 11:3. ; 

The county death-rates* range from 10°3 in Roscommon, to 21:0 in 
Dublin County Borough. Between these rates the lowest five are 
Mayo, 104; Clare, "11 ; Leitrim, 11:3; Longford, 11:6; and 
~ Donegal, 11:7; and the highest five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 17°9 ; 
Armagh, 16°7; Kildare, 15:6; Down, 15:6 ; and Carlow, 15:2.

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Ages.—Of the 15,848 deaths registered last quarter, 2,188, or 13-8 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old ; and 6,255, or 39-5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 87-8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14:5 per cent. ; in Ulster, 14°8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8°2 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 36:2 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 40°6 per cent.; in Ulster, to 38-3 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 49-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
cliseases* is 908, or less by 272 than the number occurring in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1902, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°8 
per 1,000 living, being 0-3 below the rate for the third quarter of last 
year, and 0°6 under the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1893-1902, 


Small-pox,—This disease caused 4 deaths in the March quarter of 
1903, and in the succeeding June quarter 29 deaths were recorded ; 
the number of deaths declined to 7 in the September quarter (now the 
subject. of review). Of the 7 deaths 2 appertained to Kingstown, 
Nos. 1 and 2 Districts, one to the District of Dublin North N 0. 2, one 
to the District of Dublin North No, 3, and 3 to the District of 
Coolattin, in the Unien of Shillelagh. 


Measles.—Seventy-nine deaths from measles were registered, which 
is below the average (175) for the corresponding quarterly period of 
the preceding five years, and also below the number of deaths (178) 
registered in the June quarter of the year. In the four quarters 
preceding, deaths from measles registered numbered 127, 288, 546, and 
“91, respectively, Of the total (79), 44 took place in Ulster, of which 
figure 21 appertained to the County Armagh, and 16 to the County 
Borough of Belfast, | 

Tn 15 counties no death from measles was recorded. 


Searlet Fever.—The deaths registered from scarlet fever (35 in 
number), ave 3 below the average for the corresponding period of the 
preceding five years. In the four quarterly periods previous to that 
under review, the deaths registered from scarlet fever were 29, 73, 69, 
and 49, respectively. 

The only Registrars’ Districts in which more than one death from 
scarlet fever occurred were Cloghjordan and Terryglass in the Union 
of Borrisokane in each of which 2 deaths were registered, and 
Sbanilecross.in the Union of Omagh, in which 3 deaths were 
registered. 


Typhus Fever.— The deaths from typhus fever registered during the 
quarter are 15 in number, which figure is 18 below the average (33) 
for the corresponding quarterly period of the past five years, One 
death was registered in Leinster, 2 in Munster, 5 in Ulster, and 7 in 
Connaught. In the four quarters preceding, the deaths from typhus 
fever numbered, respectively, 16, 24, 21, and 14, 

Whooping-cough.—T'he number of deaths from whooping-cough 
registered during the quarter was 188, which is below the average 
(218) of the corresponding quarter of the previous five years, and also

under the numbers in the September and December quarters of 1902, and 
the March and June quarters of 1903, during which periods the numbers 
registered were, respectively, 214, 262, 287, and 241. The total (188) 
is equal to an annual rate of 0:2 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
In all Counties, with the exception of Carlow, Kildare, Kilkenny, 
Louth, Queen’s, Westmeath, and Wexford in Leinster, and Fermanagh 
in Ulster, one or more deaths from whooping-cough were recorded. 

In Dublin County Borough 22 deaths were registered; in Cork 
County and County Borough, 23; in Belfast County Borough, 29; and 
in Londonderry County and County Borough, 16. 

In Killorglin Registrar’s District 6 deaths from whooping-cough 
were registered, in Glanbehy 5, in Crumlin, (Dublin South), Kilkelly, 


and Stranorlar 4 each, and in Dunlavin, Ballybunion, Bourney, —

Diphtheria,— The deaths registered, in number 49, were below the 
average for the corresponding period of the preceding five years by 19. 
In the four quarters preceding that now the subject of review, deaths 
from diphtheria numbered 79, 140, 115, and 71 respectively.

Simple Continued Fever.—Seventeen deaths were thus assigned, In 
the corresponding quarterly period of the previous five years the 
average is 22 deaths. 

Enteric Fever-— When compared with the average (242), for the 
corresponding quarterly period in the preceding five years the number of 
deaths (98) from enteric fever registered Curing the period now under 
review, shows a diminution of 144. In the four quarters preceding, 
deaths registered from enteric fever numbered 177, 150, 107, and 103, 
respectively. Of the total number of deaths from enteric fever 
registered during the past quarter, 62 occurred in the urban districts 
containing a population of 1,334,285, and 36 deaths occurred in the 
remainder of the country with a population of 3,124,490 (See Table V.). 
Twelve deaths appertained to the City of Dublin, 2 to the Urban 
District of Rathmines and Rathgar, 2 to the Urban District of Clonmel, 
40 to the City of Belfast, and one to the City of Cork. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases—The deaths registered from these diseases” 


(420 in number) show a decrease of 300, as compared with the 
average of the five corresponding quarterly periods. The total 
(420) is. equal to an annual rate of 9-4 per 1,000 of the 
population. To the urban districts (population 1,334,285), 327 
deaths from diarrheal diseases were assigned, being equal to an 
annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000; and to the total rural districts 93 deaths 
were assigned, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-1 per 1,000 of the 
population (3,124,490). Of the 420 deaths, 60 appertained to Dublin 
City, 171 to the City of Belfast, 21 to the City of Cork, 18 to the 
City of Londonderry, 8 to the City of Waterford, and 7 to the City of 
Limerick. | 
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itydrophobia-—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Small-pox in 3 districts, measles in 23, scarlet fever in ol, 
whooping-cough in 24, diphtheria in 11, fever in 24 (typhus, 5, simple 
continued, 1, and enteric, 18), influenza in 3, chicken-pox in 1, and 
- diarrheeal diseases in 4. 


Inquests.— There were 453 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 35 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 30 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 40, in Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 153. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 15,848 deaths registered, 3,005, 
or 19-0 per cent., occurred in public institutions, In Leinster the per- 
centage was 26:7, in Munster 23-1, in Ulster 12-7, and in Connaught 
12:5.

The average price of Messrs, Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the average price of Messrs. J ohnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the third 
quarter of the year 1902, and in the corresponding quarter of 1893 
the average price was also 54d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 15s. per cwt., being 1d. less than the average for the cor- 
responding quarter of the year 1902. In the third quarter of 1893 
the average price was 15s. 6d. per ewt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 6d. to 4s. 2d. In the third quarter of 1902 
the average prices were 3s. ld. to 4s., and the prices for the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1893 were 2s. 2d. to 3s. 3d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 53s. 6d. to 58s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1902 the average prices were from 56s. to 61s. 6d., and in 
the third quarter of 1893 they were from 45s. to 60s. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin remained at 18s. per ton during the quarter. 

The highest price of 22 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £923, and the lowest £874-4. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland was 4 per cent. until the 2nd of September, when it was raised 
to 44 per cent. 

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the third quarter of 1903 was 41,181, or 42 over 
the average for the corresponding period in 1902.

THE WEATHER. 

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the third quarter of the years 1898-1903, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 200) :— 

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 19038 
was 29°885. inches, being 0:120 under the average for the corres-

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ponding quarter of the five years 1898-1902 ; the highest reading 
(30°576 inches) was on the 14th September, at 9 P.m., air calm ; and the 
lowest (28-760 inches) on the 14th August, at 9 p.m., wind 8.E. 
The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 54°9°, or 2-1° 
under the average for the third quarter of the five years 1898-1902. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 786° 

and the minimum 28°9°. The maximum heat in sun was 132°9°, and 
the minimum on the grass 26:0°. 
_ Rain or snow fell on 65 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 11:757 inches, being 3°200 inches over the average for the 
third quarter of the five years 1898-1902. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in July, when 5166 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 30 daysfrom W., on 19 days from 8.W., on 9 
days from E., on 9 days from S., on 6 days from N.W., on 5 days 
from N.E., on 5 days from 8.E., on 2 days from N., and the air was 
calm on 7 days at 9 A.M. 

July.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
99-915 inches; the highest reading (30°349 inches) was on the 9th 
at 9 A.M., wind W.; and the lowest (29-500 inches) on the 17th, at 
9am., wind N.E. The mean temperature of the air was 57:6", the 
maximum registered was 786° and the minimum 39-3°, The 9th 
was the warmest day, and the 7th the coldest night. The mean of 
‘the dry bulb was 58-0°, and of the wet bulb 55:0°, The maximum 
heat in sun was 132-9°, and the minimum on the grass 33°4°, The 
minimum on the ‘grass was not below 32° on any night. The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 174:9 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 12°5 hours on the Ist. ‘The maximum ozone was 0:9, the 
minimum 0:0, and the mean 0°5.

In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
-accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results.

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During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,367 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 22:1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 18,235 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16-5 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 5,844 persons emigrated. 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27°6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16-3 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:4 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1893-1902, and 0-2 
over the rate for the fourth quarter of 1902. The deaths are 1,145 
below those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1902; the death- 
rate is 1:0 below the rate for that quarter, and 0:4 below the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1893-1902,

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Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1902, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
an increase of 526 in the average number of Workhouse inmates 
on Saturdays during the quarter, anda decrease of 1,264 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1893-1902, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 1038, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows an increase of 456, 
the total under both heads being 1°5 per cent. above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years, The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4°7 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1903 is 0-1 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten 
years.

The marriages (5,213) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1903 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:2 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1902, but 0-1 over the average rate tor the third quarter of the 
ten years 1893-1902, Of the total number of marriages 3,388 were 
registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 
1,825 under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal 
to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-4 per 1,000 of the 
members of all other religious persuasions. Compared with the corre- 
sponding averages for the previous ten years, the rate under the former 
heading shows an increase of 0-2, but that under the latter a decrease 
of 0:3. It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country 
the greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
are celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages 
the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of. 
the other quarters of the year.

The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st December last was 18,235—9,027 males and 9,208 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 60:5, or 16°5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1893-1902 was 16:9 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 18:9 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 15:0; in Ulster, 17:1; 
and in Connaught, 12-4. 

The county death-rates* range from 11°6 in Kerry, to 26:0 in 
Dublin County Borough. Between these rates the lowest five are 
Mayo, 11:7; Galway, 12:2; Roscommon, 12°3; Cavan, 12°8; and 
Leitrim, 12:9; and the highest five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 20-2 ; 
Armagh, 18:9; Waterford Co. and Co. Borough, 18:4; Louth, 18-2 ; 
and Wexford, 18:1.

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Ages.—Of the 18,235 deaths registered last quarter, 2,311, or 12-7 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,677, or 42:1 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 94:8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13-8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11-9 per cent. ; in Ulster, 13-3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
Jl per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40:1 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 43-0 per cent.; in Ulster, to 41-0 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 49-6 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the’province. 


HEALTH OF YHE PEOPLE. 


_ Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
cliseases* is 797, or less by 733 than the number occurring in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1902, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-7 
per 1,000 living, being 0-7 below the rate for the fourth quarter of last 
year, and 0-4 under the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1893-1902, 


Small-pox,— Not one death from small-pox was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter, as in the corresponding December quarter of 1902. 
In the earlier quarters of the year 1903, 4 deaths were registered in the 
March quarter, 29 in the succeeding June quarter, and 7 in the Sep- 
tember quarter of the year, . 


Measles.—The deaths from measles registered in Ireland during the 
quarter, in number 60, are less than 25 per cent. of the average (268) 
for the corresponding quarterly period of the previous five years. In 
the four quarters which precede, the deaths were 546, 291, 178, and 79 
respectively, 


Scarlet Fever.—_The deaths from scarlet fever registered amounted 


to 56, che average number being 71 for the corresponding period in 


the preceding five years. The number of deaths registered in the four 
quarters preceding were respectively 73, 69, 49, and 35. 


Of the total deaths from scarlet fever, 12 were registered in the 
County Borough of Belfast, and 7 in the County Borough of Dublin. 


Typhus.—Deaths from typhus rose from 15 registered in the 
September quarter to 24 registered in the December quarter of 1903 ; 
in the four quarters preceding typhus accounted for 16, 24, 21, and 14 
deaths respectively. Five of the deaths registered occurred in the 
province of Leinster, ten in Munster, three in Ulster, and six in Con- 
naught. Of the ten deaths in Munster, five occurred in the Union of 
Kinsale, and of six deaths in Connaught, five occurred in the Union of 


Sligo. 


Whooping-cough.—T'he number of deaths from whooping-cough 


registered (252) is in excess of the total of any of the other principal | 
zymotic diseases registered during the quarter, it is also in excess of the

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average (198) for the corresponding quarter of the past five years. 
The number of deaths registered for the four preceding quarters was 
respectively 262, 287, 241, and 188. Ineleven counties in Ireland not 
one death from whooping-coug sh was recorded, namely—Carlow, Kil- 
kenny, King’s, Louth, Queen’s, Westmeath, Wexford, and Wicklow, 
in Leinster ; Wataioed County and County Borough, in Munster ; 
Cavan in Ulster : and Leitrim, in Connaught. In the County Borough 
of Dublin there were 42 deaths registered, 11 in the County Borough 
of Cork, 6 in the County Borough of Limerick, and in the County 
Borough of Belfast whooping- cough accounted for the deaths of 84 
persons, 


Diphtheria,— Although deaths from diphtheria increased from 49 in 
the quarter preceding, the total of 77 is about a third under the average 


for the corresponding quarterly period in the past five years. The 


number of deaths recorded in the September quarter of 1902 and the 
three succeeding quarters, were respectively 79, 140, 115, and 71.: 


Of the 77 deaths from diphtheria, 18 were registered in the Province 
of Leinster, 11 in Munster, 42 in Ulster, and 6 i in Connaught. 


Simpie Continued or ITi!l-Defined Fever.—-I'welve deaths were thus 
assigned during the quarterly period ending on December 31st, 1903. 


Enteric Fever..—The total deaths (116) show a slight increase over 
those registered in the preceding September qnarter, but a decrease of 
103, or ‘nearly 50 per cent. when compared with the average number 
of deaths for the December quarter of the five years ending on 3dlst 
December, 1902. 


The deaths from enteric fever registered in the four preceding 
quarters were 150, 107, 103, and 98 respectively. 


Of the total deaths from enteric fever, 31 were in Belfast eae 
Borough, and 24 in Dublin County Borough. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases— There were 200 deaths from diarrheal diseases 
during the quarter as compared with 315, 168, 128, and 420 respec- 
tively in the four preceding quarters; the average for the December 
quarter of the years 1898-1902 being 829. In the County Borough of 
Belfast 52 deaths from diarrheal diseases occurred, in Dublin County 
Borough 29, in Cork County and County Borough 14, and in Limerick 
County and County Borough 14. 


Hydrophobia.—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


Abe Re in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
asles in 21 districts, scarlet fever in 28, whooping-cough 
in 32, dipkthean in 23, fever in 19 (typhus, 4, and enteric, 15), influenza 
in 11, chicken-pox in 3, and mumps in 2, 
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Inquests.— There were 534 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to i in every 34 of the total deaths 
registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 32 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 48, in Ulster 1 to 27, and in Connaught 1 to 87. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 18,235 deaths registered, 3 481, 
or 19:1 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 26:9, in Munster 21-8 in Ulster 13-1, and in Connaught 
12°6. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1903, there were 20,917 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,683 cases the operation was postponed, 27 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,374 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making a 
total of 25,001 children with regard to whom particulars as to vaccl- 
nation were ascertained.

PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the fourth 
quarter of the year 1902, and in the corresponding quarter of 1893 
the average price was also Sdd. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d, per cwt., being 7d. less than the average for the cor- 
responding quarter of the year 1902. In the fourth quarter of 1893 
the average price was 15s. 3d. per ewt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 3d. to 3s. 10d. In the fourth quarter of 1902 
the average prices were 2s. 7d. to 3s. 2d , and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1893 were 2s. 2d. to 2s. 9d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 


quarter were from 50s. to 55s. per ewt. In the corresponding quarter ‘ 


of 1902 the average prices were from 55s. to 58s. 6d. , and in the third 
quarter of 1893 they were from 43s. to 55s. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin was from 18s. to 20s. per ton during the quarter. 

The highest price of 23 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £89, and the lowest £874. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank 
of Ireland was 44 per cent., to which it was raised from 4 per cent. 
on the 3rd of September, 1903. 

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the fourth quarter of 1903 was 43,789, or 526 over 
the average for the corresponding period in 1902.

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The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 55,707, being 1,264 under the average for the fourth 
quarter of 1902. 


Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the fourth quarter of 
1903, an average number of 1,399 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1902 the average weekly number was 1,416.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Pheenix Park, 
Dublin, during the fourth quarter of the years 1898-1903, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 296) :—- 

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1903 
was 29°750 inches, being 0°134 under the average for the corres-

ponding quarter of the five years 1898-1902; the highest reading 
(30-642 inches) was on the 5th November, at 9 a.m., air calm; and the 
lowest (28-815 inches) on the 12th October, at 9 a.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 14:0°. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 63:8° 
and the minimum 22:4°, The maximum heat in sun was 110°4°, and 
the minimum on the grass 18:1°. 

Rain or snow fell on 62 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 6°649 inches, being 2°276 inches under the average for the 
fourth quarter of the five years 1898-1902. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in November, when 2°494 inches were registered, 

The wind blew on 30 days from W., on 21 days from §.W., on 7 
days from 8., on 6 days from 8.E., on 4 days from E., on 2 days 
from N., on 2 days from N.E., and the air was calm ‘on 20 days at 
9 A.M. 

October.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°513 inches; the highest reading (30-128 inches) was on the 17th 
at 9 p.m, wind W.; and the lowest (28-815 inches) on the 12th, at 
9 4M., wind 8. The mean temperature of the air was 49-7°, the 
maximum registered was 63:8° and the minimum 29-4°, The 6th 
was the warmest day, and the 28th the coldest night. The mean of 
the dry bulb was 50:0°, and of the wet bulb 47°5°. The maximum 
heat in sun was 110-4°, and the minimum on the grass 24°5°. The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 5 nights. The total 


-amount of sunshine recorded was 107-9 hours, the greatest daily amount 


being 8-8 hours on the 5th. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the 
minimum 0°3, and the mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 24 days. The 
rain-fall measured 2°339 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 
‘255 inch on the 6th. 

November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-071 inches; the highest reading (30-642 inches) was on the 5th 
at 9 A.M. air calm, and the lowest (29:117 inches) on the 28th, at 
9 a.M., wind W. The mean temperature of the air was 43°3°, the 
maximum registered was 57°1°, and the minimum 24°3°, The 12th was 
the warmest day, and the 30th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 43°2°, and of the wet bulb 41:9°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 94°1°, and the minimum on the grass 200°. The minimum on 
the grass was below 32° on 17 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 87°6 hours, the greatest daily amount being 7-7 hours 
on the 3rd. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0-D. Rain or snow fell on 20 days. The rain-fall measured 2-494 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘650 inch on the 28th. 

December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°667 inches; the highest reading (30-186 inches) was on the 25th, 
at 9 a.M., air calm; and the lowest (28:891 inches) on the 10th, at 
9 a.M., aircalm. The inean temperature of the air was 39:02; the 
maximum registered was 54°8°, and the minimum 22°4°. The 22nd 
was the warmest day, and the 30th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 388°6°, and of the wet bulb 37:2°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 91-49, and the minimum on the grass 18:1°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 20 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 46°7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 5°5 hours 
on the Ist. The maximum ozone was 0°8, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0'3. Rain or snow fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 1-816 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °355 inch. on the 7th.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 298, 299) the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. The former is represented by six stations and the latter by 
five. 


Tn making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results. 


The stations selected, with the names of the Observers, are shown 
below.
